TEE ““amicable settlement’’ reached at 
Stormont in the dispute between the 
Northern Government and the Belfast Cor- 
poration in regard to the education rate.

payers. The Government conceded nothing, 
and the ratepayers have to foot the bill. 
Anyone who made a careful study of the 
position would have foreseen that no other 

result would be obtained. 

In his last Budget statement the 
Northern Minister of Finance (Mr. 
Pollock) announced that the Government 
intended to impose a rate of 6d. in the & 
upon local authorities for educational 
services, this amount to be increased to 
1s. in subsequent years. That the Govern. 
ment should start imposing rates upon 
local authorities was rather a startling 
innovation. The local authorities strongly 
resented the idea, and the Belfast Cor- 
poration flatly refused to levy the rate. 
This did not worry the Government very 
much; for they took powers in a Local 
Government bill to deduct an equivalent 


authorities, so that de-rating and other 
grants would be so much less. 
Mr. Pollock made it clear at the time 


Jocal authorities at the instance of the: 
British Treasury. It simply meant that 
the imperial contribution from Northern 
Ireland had been diminishing year by 
vear, and that steps must be taken at 
Stormont to ensure a larger surplus. The 
re-valuation of the province was the first 
step, and the transfer of some of the 
liability for educational services from the 
State to local authorities was the next, 
In justification of the latter move it was 
pointed out that in Great Britain 50 per 
cent. of the cost of education, includin 
teachers’ salaries, is borne by the loca 
authorities; but when the Northern 
Government was established the educa- 
tional services, as then existing, were 
regarded as State charges, and it was 
never contemplated that this should be 
otherwise, Even when the Education Bill 
was going through Parliament, and when 
Jocal authorities were given control of 
education affairs, it was never stated that 
eventually these authorities would have 
to be responsible for part of the teachers’ 
salaries. Mr, Pollock and the Northern 
Government evidently pledged Northern 
Ireland to this without any consultation 
with the local authorities. 


Advantages of Unity? 


It is to be hoped that when the British 
Chancellor of the Exchequer was in 
Belfast this week advantage was taken of 
the opportunity to impress upon him that 
Northern Ireland should get the full 
advantage of its position as part of the 
British fiscal unit, 

About nine-tenths of the taxes collected 
in Northern Ireland are imposed by the 
British Chancellor, such as Customs, 
Excise and income tax. From this revenue 
certain reserved expenditure is met—the 


balance is to form Northern Ireland's 
Imperial contribution. Strange as it may 
seem, this is exactly the position whieh 
existed before the Northern Parliament 
was established. The revenue collected in 
Northern Ireland paid Northern Ireland 
services, and the surplus went to the 
British Treasury. That was complete fiscal 
unity, | 

Now under the present “ fiscal unity ”’ 
Northern Ireland has to hand over all its 
gs amg as Imperial contribution, and 
if there is a deficit instead of a surplus it 
has to make this up by calling upon 
reserves, imposing gacdienii rates, or 
raiding Road Funds.

Northern Ireland has an advantage over 
other countries in the new pedigree flax 
seed, but there is no inducement to the 
grower either by offering this seed at a 
cheap rate or promise of markets if flax 
acreage is increased. In two months 
growers will be sowing the new crop,

Housing 


A vigorous protest is being made against 
the decision of the Belfast Corporation to 
close houses in certain districts of ‘the 
city on the ground that they are 
insanitary, and evict the tenants without 
providing alternative accommodation for 
then, The removal of undesirable dwel. 
lings is essential to the health of the 
community, bat this ought to go hand in 
hand with a scheme for the provision of 
new houses. To turn people out of houses, 
some of which, at a small expense, could 
be made habitable, and force them to live 
in rooms under worse conditions, is not 
removing the slum evil, but accentuating 


it. 

The Public Health Committee, which 
closes houses, has no dealings, apparently, 
with the Housing Committee, which 
should provide new houses, with the 
result that hardship is being inflicted 
upon a section of the community. It has 
been suggested at the Corporation meetings 
more than once that loans should be avail- 
able for the repair of existing houses as 
well as the construction of new dwellings. 

The Housing Committee of the Corpora- 
tion is seeking power to erect nearly 1,000 
houses, and the committee has applied 
for sanetion of a loan of £300,000 for this 
purpose. This application is at present 
before the Finance Committee. Much, 
however, can be done by private enterprise 
to provide houses, as shown by the opera- 
tions of the Ainsworth Estates, Ltd., in 
co-operation with the Leeds Building 
Society. eae houses have been erected 
in the Shankill road area, each containing 
a living room, scullery, bathroom and 
three bedrooms, with electric light. The 
price of the houses is £250, and they can 
be obtained by tenants upon payment of 
£25 deposit and weekly payments of 
8s. 3d., plus rates. Ground rent is in. 
cluded in the weekly payment. A further 
225 houses are to be built. under the 


No other part of the “ fiscal unit,’’ such 
as Scotland, Wales or Yorkshire, has to

That 
formula laid it down that Northern Ire- 
land’s surplus revenue should be the 
Imperial contribution, but, unfortunately, 
it said nothing about possible deficits, 
which, by the way, were never anticipated, 
and, if they were, the Prime Minister and 
other Ministers stated in the Northern 
Parliament that these would be met by a 
contribution from Great Britain. It would 
now appear that the British Treasury has 
no intention of meeting deficits—not, at 
any rate, until Northern Ireland produces 
more revenue from the revised valuations 
and scraps the White Paper of the standard 
year, and transfers part of the educational 
services to local authorities. 

Northern Ireland, in short, is to be 
placed entirely upon its own resources, but 
if that is so all its surplus revenue should 
not go as Imperial contribution, and the 
Colwyn award needs drastic amendment, 


Linen

School Inspection 


Teachers’ ‘organisations in Northern 
Ireland from time to time have drawn 
attention to the present inspection system 
and rating marks, and have advocated 
that the system be either abolished or 
modernised. Recently the Principal 
Teachers’ Union, which cannot be re- 
garded as taking up an extreme attitude 
in such matters, considered the proposals 
for the establishment of junior and senior 
schools in Belfast, and some members ex- 
pressed the view that the inspection 
system would first have to be altered 
before any general change could be 
adopted. 
Now that the Northern Government is 
following the British system in compelling 
local authorities to contribute to the cost 
of educational services, viz., elementary 
teachers’ salaries, they should also follow 
the system of inspection in operation in 
England and Scottish schools, and the 
local education committees should see 
that the teachers are not unduly harassed 
by an obsolete inspection system. No’ one 
has yet been found to say a good word 
for the inspection system, nor can they 
when the system tolerates a teacher with a 
| University degreo and many years experi- 
ence being rated as “ efficient,” although 
teaching higher standards, while infant 


school teachers instructing children in 
addition tables are rated ‘‘ highly 
efficient.”’ 


With regard to the organisation of a 
group of junior schools around one senior 
school, there are many objections by 
Ske against this method, as it divides 
amilies of children, The suggestion by 
the Principal Teachers’ Union that boys 
and girls should be instructed jointly in 
infant schools until seven years of age, 
and then transferred to separate boys’ 
and girls’ schools, under one roof, is a 
much better proposal and would also go 
far to meet the objection of the Roman 
Catholic managers to the amalgamation 
of boys’ and girls’ schools.

+ State” was the subject of a paper 
: read Mr. Joseph Brennan, M.A.., 
Chairman of the Currency Commission, at & 
meeting of the Statistical and Social Inquiry 
Society of Ireland, which was held last night’ 
at. the Royal Irish Academy, Dawson street, 
Dublin. . 
In the course of his paper, Mr, Brennan 
reviewed the entire indebtedness incurred by 
the Free State Exchequer over the period of 
twelve years from its establishment on April 
1st, 1922, to the end of the last completed 
financial year, March, 3ist, 1934, He divided 
this period into four triennial parts, and dis- 
cussed the position as it existed at the end 
of each triennium. 
He submitted four balance sheets, covering 
the public debt for each triennial period, The 
most striking figure in the balance sheet for 
the period en March, 1934, was, he said, 
the heavy increase shown in the lability in 


transfer to the State, under the Land Act, 
1933, of 50 to 55 per cent. of the liability 
that otherwise would have fallen on tenant 
urchasers in respect of certain advances for 
ae purchase.

A RECENT DEVELOPMENT 


A system appeared to have grown up in 
recent years, whereby a substantial part of 
the moneys issued to local authorities out of 
the Local Loans Fund, was, in effect, a State 
ant rather than a loan. Although the 
orm was observed for securing repayment 
from the loca) authorities, the funds required 
for the purpose were provided from the 
Exchequer, through ‘the vote of the Depart- 
ment of Local Government and Public Health. 
Tt was evident that in respect of such trans- 
actions the Local Loans Fund became a 
medinm for the creation of dead-weight debt, 
and that as regards the possibility of transfer 
out of the Budget, these transactions were 
in quite a different category from loans of 
the Local Loans Fund, which were genuinely 
repayable by the ultimate borrowers. 

he vote for the Department of Local 
Government and Public Health in the current 
financial year contained a provision of 
£51,578 for the purpose of defraying part of 
local loan charges, in addition to a some- 
what analogous contribution of £24,640 under 
the Labourers (Ireland) Acts. In other votes 
also cases were to be found where the State 
undertook.an obligation to contribute to loan 


charges. 
The balance sheet for the first period 
showed that in March, 1926, the dead. 


weight debt created was £10,514,610, while 
£10.237,431 was outstanding; in 1928 the 
figures were £22.545,169 created, and 
£20.817,652 outstanding; in 1931, £27,202.858 
created, and £23,573,808 outstanding, and in 
1934 £42,864.002 created and £37,455,885 out. 
standing. The growth of the dead-weight 
debt had been naturally reflected in a corre- 
sponding increase of the annual charge fall. 
ing upon the Exchequer in respect of debt 
service. The amount of this charge in 1934 
was £1,851,641. 


A COMPARISON 
Mr. J. C, Eason, M.A., in moving a vote 
of thanks to the lecturer, said that whereas 
in Northern Ireland the treatment of local 
loans was set out each year in a complete 
manner, they, in the Free State, were not 
only very slow in producing such figures 


as were made available, but these 
figures themselves were incomplete, 
The abstract of loans made by the Com- 


missioners of Public Works showed the total 
of outstanding balances against borrowers, 
both the principal and interest, as £2,118,000, 
but the finance accounts for the same period 
showed a total asset of £2,536,000 No 
reference to that was made in the report. 
The estimates for 1930-1931 provided £550,000 
for borrowers, but only 7,000 was ad- 
vanced during that year. For 1931-1932 the 
amount provided in the estimates was 
£570,000, and the amount advanced was 
£671,255. 
The details that were shown in the Public 
Works report classified the advances under 
different headings.

Lieutenant-Colonel K. BE. Edgeworth, who 
seconded the vote of thanks, said that one’s 
first impression in examining the balance 
sheets was that the growth of the public debt 
at the rate of about £5,000,000 a year was 
rather alarming, but when it was realised 
that increase was almost entirely due to 
the creation of Land Bonds, it became clear 
that the situation was by no means so serious 
as it appeared to be at first sight. 
Dr. Per Jacobson, a member of the Bank- 
ing Commission, said that it had been sug- 
gested that the road fund should be taken 
out of the balance sheet, His experience was 
that it was to the good of the Budget if it 
was universal. Once they began to put out 
several accounts without linking them up with 
the balance sheet they did not get a clear 
view of the budgetary position.

The Prime Minister of Northern Ireland, 
addressing a large gathering of the delegates 
of the Ulster Unionist Council, which met 
in the Y.M.C.A. Hall here to-day for the 
annual meeting of the Council, reviewed the 
progress of the Northern Government and the 
activities. of the various Ministries. _ Begin- 
ning with the Ministry of Finance, he said 
that the primary functions of the Ministry 
was control of expenditure, ineluding the 
general organisation of a compact and efficient 
Civil Service, the raising of revenue, and the 
preparation of an annual Budget, Not less 
important was the maintenance of close 
relations with the British Treasury in con- 
nection with the apportionment to Northern 
Ireland of her proper share of those taxes 
retained within the control of the Imperial 
Government—namely, Customs and Excise, 
and income tax. 

The administration of the Loans Guarantee 
Acts, under which no less a sum than 
£16,000,000 had been guaranteed, was one of 
the better-known activities of the Ministry. 
Almost the whole of the expenditure thus 
facilitated had been disbursed in workmen's 
ms in Northern Ireland. The assessment 
and payment of Civil Service and teachers’ 
nsions was carried out by the Ministry; 
OTC teachers were now in receipt of 
pensions, which were paid month by month. 
The Works branch, in addition to carrying 
out local works services, acted as agent for 
the Works Services of the British Govern- 


ment in Northern Ireland, and for the 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Land Trust. It had 
in its care nearly 2,000 buildings. On the 


engineering side, work was carried out on 
harbours, the supervision of new railway 
construction and in connection with drainage, 
of which the work of greatest magnitude still 
in progress was that which involved the 
drainage of Lough Neagh and the River Bann. 


HOME AFFAIRS 


In the Ministry of Home Affairs the Home 
Office Department was concerned with matters 
relating to law and order, the magistracy, 
police, prisons and Borstal institutions, 
reformatory -and industrial schools, criminal 
lunatics, mental hospitals, firearms and 
explosives, pharmacy and ‘poisons, and 
ancillary matters. 

The Local Government Department was 
responsible for the supervision of the activities 
of the various local authorities in connection 
with loéal administration generally. The 
Department also exercised direct important 
functions in relation to the collection of the 
excise licence duties on motor vehicles, the 
control of motor traffic; and the regulation of 
motor omnibus services. , 

In the exercise of the above functions the 
Ministry was responsible for the expenditure 
and distribution of public funds amounting to 
approximately £3,000,000 annually, including 
£825,000 for police, £45,000 for prisons, 
Borstal, reformatory and industrial schools, 
£50,000 for petty sessions administration, and 
spaeoktunataly £2,000,000 by way of grants 
to local authorities in relief of rates and in 
aid of social services. 

The police forces of Northern Ireland 
included approximately 2,800 members of the 
Royal Ulster Constabulary and approximately 
12,000 special constabulary. 

The Ministry had sedulously encouraged 
by payment of subsidies the building of 
houses for the working classes, and for 
workers in rurai areas. i 
Under the Housing of the Working Classes 
Act, 27,337 houses were completed, with 
grants of £2,720.647, and under the 
Labourers’ Acts 2,050 houses were completed, 
with grants of £209,843. 

In the year 1921-22 the number of motor 
vehicles in use on the roads in Northern 
Ireland was 11,771. In the year 1933-34 the 
uumber had increased to 28,172. The re- 
ceipts from motor taxation for the two years 
referred to were £205,362 and £567,749, re- 
spectively. his 
Up-to-date the Government had _ distri. 
buted, or committed itself to distribu- 
tion to road authorities of sums amounting 
to no Jess than £5,904,610, towards expend. 
ture on the maintenance, improvement and 
reconstruction of the roads in the province. 


MINISTRY OF LABOUR 


The activities of the Ministry of Labour 
were outstandingly comprehensive. Since 
1922 the employment exchange service had 
been sonibdalled Employers had Been able 
to fill over 330,000 vacancies through the 
agency of the exchanges. Almost one-third 
of the yg cag came within the scope of 


National Health Insurance. 
Unemployment insurance and assistance 
schemes between them embraced 380, 


wage earners, and in two months’ time, when 
the unemployment assistance scheme would 
be in full operation, the able-bodied and de- 
serving unemploved would no longer have to 
look for renef-to the Poor Law when need 
confronted their homes. The old-age pen- 
sions scheme had been improved, and over 
36,000 people benefited from its provisions, 
and a scheme of contributory pensions had 
heen subsequently extended, and 58,000 people, 
were now enjoying its benefits. Ten years 
ago the expenditure on insurance and pensions 
services was £3,000,000 in the year; to-day 
it was at the rate of £5,000,000 a year, al. 
though unemployment had fallen by, approx- 
mately, one half since the Government was 
established. : 

The Ministry of Education § exercised 
general and detailed supervision over the 
three grades of education in Northern Ire: 
land, and paid directly the entire salaries of 
the public elementary school teachers, “pom- 
prising about 5,500 individuals employed in 
over 1,800 schools. Since 1923 eighty-five new 
school buildings, with places for over 24,000 
pupils, had heen erected, at an expenditure of 
ever £700,000, besides enlargements and 
structural improvements to about four hun- 
dred other schools. Direct grants had been 
made for the enlargement and erection of 
voluntary schools to the extent of over 
£75,000, The number of technical centres 
was now 124, and the number of separate 
technical schools had grown in the last twelve 
years from forty to fifty-seven; pupils had 
mereased from 17,000 to 24,000. 


AGRICULTURE 


The Ministry of Agriculture was responsible 
for the inspection of all cattle and meat 
which left the country; the administration 
of the Marketing of Kggs Acts; the grading 
and marketing of potatoes, fruit and dairy 


produce, and the schemes for the 
development of cattle, stock and poultry.

Not solely wanton, but to A.E.’s imagina- 
tion, she made herself a hundred natures that 
danced to the multitudes within the god- 
like, vet human, spirit of the inflamed 
This complexity in the Dark 
Lady’s nature is interpreted with the 
tenderness and sympathy of A.E.’s own 
gentle being. And yet that very gentle- 
ness may bring mockery on many bald- 
headed and unimaginative commentators 
who indict, without understanding, this 
Lady of the Dark Sonnets. A.E.’s poem 
is the best of possible pleas for the fair 
and questionable defendant. 

In these main poems of massed pro- 
jection and a newness of concrete imagery 
A.E. extends to dramatic advantages a 
range of subtle music: his new strings are 
played upon, not with the touch of an 
experimentalist, but with the hand of a 
master. Indeed, the muscular quality of 
A.E.’s recent craft in these poems—and 
particularly in “ The Dark Lady ’’—some- 
what reduces the stature of the lyrics in 
this colection.

MUST offer a special welcome to the 
Cuala Press's new series of ‘‘ Broad- 
sides,” of which the first, or January, 
number has appeared. The idea is that 
one number will be published every month 
during this year, and will contain two 
ballads—an old ballad and a new ballad— 
with hand-coloured illustrations by various 
artists, including Messrs. Jack B. Yeats 
and Victor Brown, and tunes arranged by 
Mr. Arthur Duff. The editors are Messrs. 
W. B. Yeats and F. R. Higgins, and 
people who wish to possess the series, 
which is limited to 300 copies of each: 
number, ean obtain it by the despatch of 
32s. to Miss Elizabeth Yeats of the Cuala 
Press. As a matter of fact, if the whole 
edition has not been subscribed by that 
time, it is a sad reflection on our 
beloved’ island’s taste. 

This first number which lies before me 
is certainly the most beautiful thing I 
have seen for many a long day. The paper 
is white; the type is black; the illustra- 
tions are delicately done and admirably 
in keeping; and there is an antique air 
about the whole production that: gives me 
mighty pleasure. The new ballad is ' The 
Spanish Man,” by Mr. F. R. Higgins; 
the old one is “ The Streams of Bunclody,’’ 
which deserves resurrection as thoroughly 
as Mr. Higgins’s deserves popularity. And 
the traditional tunes are excellent. 


Airs for Everybody 


But looking at this delightful sheet, I : 


cannot but be conscious of how far we 
have advanced—if you care to call it 
advancement—from the day of the real 
broadsheets. These Cuala Press affairs 
are works of art from beginning to end: 
the original broadsheets were printed 
upon doubtful paper, in exceedingly 
doubtful ink, and by the cheapest 
possible means, in order that they 
might be sold along the. road 
and in the public-houses for a penny or 
a halfpenny, or whatever you like to give, 
sir, These come out in all the dignity of 
a limited edition, passably expensive, 
and with the imprint of a connoisseur’s 
press. Their ancestors were turned out 
by any jobber in hundreds at a time, and 
were designed not for the lover of beauti- 
ful books, but for the great mass of the 
people. The songs in the new broadsheets 
will become fashionable, if I mistake not, 
in drawing-rooms; but the songs of the 
others were sung by such people as the 
lusty caroller whom Mr. Jack Yeats de- 
picts (on page 3) trolling forth at the 
top of his voice to an eager audience 
seated around the bar. 


Limerick Interlude 


You rarely come across the old- 
fashioned hawker of ballads in these 
days, when gramophone records can be 
bought for next to nothing, and wireless 
sets would come within the reach of 
nearly everybody if the duty were taken 
o I met one of the tribe in Limerick 
a few ménths ago, who sold me ““The Banks 
of My Own Lovely Lee” for the sum of 
twopence, and did his best to persuade 
me that. “‘Come Back, Paddy Reilly, to 
Ballyjamesduff” was a traditional ballad, 
and had something to do with the Wild 
Geese. But since he had also pirated the 
words of “‘Smilin’ Through,” and* was 
obviously nerving himself to convince me 
they dated from Owen Roe 
O'Sullivan, I doubted his credentials. 
And I hold it to the credit of the people 
of Limerick that there was no great rush 
on “‘Smnilin’ Through.” 


What Shall We Sing? 


It would be a pleasant thing to see the 
issuing of a new and cheaper edition of 
these Cuala Press broadsheets; for they 
are as likely as not to provoke a new 
interest in lrish balladry among the sort 
of people who can afiord them, and it 
would be good to spread that revival of 
interest over a wider public. We are a 
queer nation, of course. We neither read 
our own books nor sing our own songs to 
anything like the extent they deserve. 
Our intellectuals fulminate against jazz 
because they think it insipid, and our 
clerics deliver lectures against it because 
they ‘find it immoral; but neither class 
has any suggestions to offer concerning a 
possible substitute. Moore saved Irish 
music from oblivion a century ago, and 
everybody pours scorn on him to-day; and 
in all probability people will be found 
to jump on these newly published ballads 
of the Cuala Press because they deal with 
love and liquor, like three-quarters of 


the songs that ever have been worth a 
hoot. 


Tyrtaeus 


There are politics, of course. Politics 
also have inspired many and many a 
brave ditty; but we have lost the trick 
of writing good political songs in 
Ireland, perhaps because our politics 
have degenerated into a series of 
squabbles between county councils.. It 
may be, however, that the new broad- 
sheets will revive the art. I should. like 
to see a really vigorous political song in 
some future issue of them—something 
with the virility of “The West’s Awake” 
or the “‘Horst Wessel Lied’’ in it. It 
might do us a lot of good. M.C.

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Common Citizenship 


Nobody who has read the reports of 
last Thursday’s debate on the Citizenship 
Bill in the Free State Senate can fail to 
realise the grave mistake that was made 
by President de Valera when he decided 
to abolish the Upper House. In the Dail 
the debates on this measure were of little 
value. They were packed with irrelevancies 
and personalities, and when they were 
over the man in the street knew very little 
more about the problems created by the 
bill than he knew when they started. In 
the Senate, on the other hand, the subject 
was discussed in an atmosphere of objec- 
tive calm. Senator S. L. Brown, K.C., 
from the legal point of view, and Senator 
Milroy, from that of national politics, 
raised the debate to a level of which an” 
Legislature might be proud, and, although 
the second reading was passed without 
even a division, the arguments of these 
two Senators have done much to clarify 
a highly complex situation. For the first 
time Senator Brown has told the Govern- 
ment how it stands in respect of the law. 
Relying on Section 30 of the Citizenship 
Bill, President de Valera purports to 
deprive Free State nationals of their claim 
to their rights and privileges as British 
subjects. Our readers already are familiar 
with the President’s point of view. His 
attitude in all matters is based on the 
principle, hoc volo, sic jubeo, and he 
blandly ignores all considerations of inter- 
national law, as if the civilised world 
began and ended at Dun Laoghaire Pier. 
As we pointed out during the Dáil debates 
on the Citizenship Bill, the President’s 
interpretation of its clauses—and par- 
ticularly of Section 30—seemed to be in 
no way justified by the text of the 
measure. When he announced that he 
would not recognise ‘‘common status ”' 
with the other member-States of the

The Northern Justices of the Peace are 
not accepting their proposed dismissal in 
any tranquil frame of mind. Their ‘asso- 
ciation has issued a statement which 
protests vigorously against the Summary 
Jurisdiction and Criminal Justice Bill. 
The bill is designed to do in Northern 
Ireland what was done in the Free State 
many years ago; it seeks to deprive the 
Justices of the Peace of their judicial 
functions, and to entrust. those functions 
to Resident Magistrates—or, as they are 
called below the bérder, District Justices. 
In the South the change has been generally 
for the good, and there is no evidence to 
suggest that the District Justices are any 
more subject to Government control than 
other magistrates. Free State experience, 
indeed, ought to overcome the cry which 
has been raised in Northern Ireland—that 
a race of subject R.M.s will be substituted 
for a race of independent and _ public- 
spirited J.P.s. The North, of course, 
holds strongly by tradition, and determined 
efforts are being made to prevent the 
change; but it appears that the Govern- 
ment is adamant. No discredit can be 
assigned to the great majority of Northern 
Justices of the Peace, who do their duty 
conscientiously, and with every regard to 
the public interest. There is a minority, 
however, which refuses to admit that the 
office carries deep responsibilities. Some 
members of this minority are grossly 
negligent of their duties, and seldom take 
the trouble to make an appearance at the 
Bench; others turn up regularly, but 
interpret the law rather in accordance with 
their own sense of what is fit and proper 
than with the note of justice. The conduct 
of this latter class, when confronted with 
offences against the Gaming, Licensing or 
Game Preservation Acts, is notorious, and, 
doubtless, is the inspiration of the Govern- 
ment's action. It is a pity that the whole 
historic institution should perish because 
some of its members disregard their duty ; 
but the Government has little choice.

Saar Refugees 


The number of people from the Saar whe 
are likely. to take refuge in France is 
estimated at something like thirty 
thousand, but this figure is probably an 
exaggeration, and the real efflux may not 
exceed ten thousand. It has been stated 
that France will look upon all these 
refugee Saarlanders as citizens of the 
League of Nations, whose expenses will be 
paid by the League. This is most un 
likely, however; for the care of refugees 
is not really a League question at al! 
The League's official connection closed with 
the completion of the relevant provisions 
of the Treaty of Versailles, which make no 
mention of the treatment of refugees. It 
is probable that the future of these 
wanderers will be raised before the Council 
of the League, when the French Govern- 
ment decides to present a memorandum, 
giving the number of. refugees and what 
has been done with them. In view of 
Herr Hitler’s declaration that the Saar- 
landers have nothing to fear from the 
Nazi Party, it is hoped that the number 
of refugees will be even lower than was 
contemplated at first. 


Fears for Austria 


Diplomatists, in view of the Saar’s 
verdict, are casting anxious eyes towards 
Austria, fearing that the sweeping German 
victory may have a decided effect o. the 
Nazi element there. Reports this week 
suggest that political developments may be 
expected in the course uf a few days, and 
may include the retonstruction of his 
Cabinet by Herr Schuschnigg, with an 


offer of one or more seats to the Nazi 
Party. In such an event, it would not 
he long before the Nazis dom the 


Cabinet, which at present represents only 
a minority of -the . people. Herr 
Schuschnigg was advised last summer by 
the Governments of more than -e country 
to broaden the basis of his Government by 
coming to an agreement with the Social- 
Democratic Opposition, but any such step - 
was prevented by the Heimwehr, which is 
now becoming very difficult to restrain. 
In the circumstances, the Chancellor may 
seek a Nazi alliance as the best way out 
of his political difficulties. 


British Citizenship 


Senator Samuel Brown's opinion that 
Section 30 of the Citizenship and 
Nationality Bill is inoperative, has been 
maintained here more than once. It is 
contended that, so long «as the Irish Free 
State remains a member ct the British 
Commonwealth of Nations, her people 
must remain British subjects, and nothing 
can change the fact.. If a citizen of the 
Irish Free State, after ine } .ssing of the 
bill, should commit an offence in a foreign 
country, he would be considered a British 
subject ; and, likewise, in case of necessitv, 
he would be entitled to call upon the 
British authorities for protection. and aid. 
It is declared that it is quite beyond the 
power of Mr. de Valera at present t. take 
his people out of the British Empire. 
An open question is whether he could do 
so even with the consent of an Imperial 
Conference. .

Railwaymen's Wages 


Arrangements for the setting up of a 
new tribunal to deal with the settlement of 
wage disputes for railway workers are near- 
ing completion. Last year the companies 
proposed that, if the ordinary machinery 
failed to achieve a settlement. the matters 
in dispute should be decided by a tribunal 
sitting in private, with an independent 
chairman. The men rejected this plan, but 
it is now believed that they will accept 
the main provisions, and that both sides 
will agree to certain modifications. When 
the new machinery is set up, one of the 
first cases brought to its notice probably 
will be a demand for the full restoration of 
wages and salaries to the level at which 
thev stood before the cut in 1931. A 
portion of the reduction was resfored last 
year, and the demand will be for tho 
restoration of the remaining portion,

MAINTENANCE OF PEACE 


Proceeding, Mr. Chamberlain deprecated 
the attempts of their opponents to fasten 
upon the Government the reputation of 
war-mongering. — | 

‘‘Our interests,” declared Mr. Chamber- 


jain, are exactly the reverse of that. The 


success of our domestic policy | depends 
upon the maintenance of peace. 
They had reduced their own jdefences 
to the danger point in the hope that other 
countries would follow their example. Un- 
fortunately, their own disarmament had 
been im vain; for, while they had been 
disarming, others had been arming, and 
the reason for that was because there was 
not in Europe to-day the sense of security 
which would justify people in stripping 
themselves of their defences. whe 
What was the lesson that they had to 
draw from that experience? Was it that 
they were still to remain disarmed m an 
armed world? Was it not rather that, if 
they were to bring about a general dis- 
armament, what they had got to do was

to establish a general sense of security, 
and that if they were to make their con- 
tribution to the general sense of security 
they must, at al] events, be sufficiently 
armed to make their contribution. 


THE SAAR SITUATION 


The other day they faced a great menace 
in Europe, but in the twinkling of an eye 
the whole situation was transformed, when 
Mr. Eden, on behalf, and by the instruc- 
tion, of the British Government, sent 
over the British troops as part of an inter- 
national force to maintain order in the 
Saar during the critical period. Were 
those troops sent to the Saar unarmed? 
Every one of them—British, Italian and 
Dutch--were armed to the teeth—armed 
with rifles and bayonets, and machine 
guns and armoured cars. : 

Did anybody suggest that the respective 
Governments were trying to go to war 
with one another. On the contrary, every- 
body recognised that that disciplined force 
had stopped any possibility of a conflict 
taking place. They knew that the danger 
had passed in perfect quiet and order, 
and that was thanks to the initiative of 
fhe British Government that the peace of 
Europe had been preserved. 


OTTAWA FRUITS 


The success of Ottawa, he said, cost the 
Government the support of Sir Herbert 
Samuel, and when they suggested that the 
countries of the Empire should be treated 
by them a little better than the foreigner, 
then they felt they could no longer be 
seen in our company. 

‘Well, we dried our eyes as best we 
could,” observed the Chancellor, amid 
laughter. 

In a few years, he believed, Ottawa 
would seem to the historian to be one of 
the great landmarks in the historv of the 
British Empire. It was true that up to 
the present the benefits had seemed to be 
more apparent in the case of the 
Dominions than in the case of the mother 
country, yet they did have a substantial 
increase in their exports to the countries 
of the Empire. But if they were to esti- 
mate the true value of Ottawa they had 
got to take longer views. They had got 
to look forward to a time when the popula- 
tions of these countries would reach levels 
many times what they were to-day, and 
then the preferences which had been 
secured by them at Ottawa would, per- 
haps, go far to compensate them for the 
loss of foreign markets, which had arisen 
out of the modern trend towards economic 
nationalism. 


THE DOMINION PREMIERS 


** We hope to carry this motion of im- 
perial unity still further in the eaves 
year. In a few months the Premiers o 
the Dominions will be coming over here 
as representatives of their countries at the 
Silver Jubilee of His Majesty the King. 
They should have no formal conference, 
but the many opportunities that would 
arise for informal and,intimate conversa- 
tion on matters of imperial interest could 
not fail, he thought, to bring about a 
closer understanding between their several 


peoples. 


HOME POLICY 


Dealing with the home policy, Mr. 
Chamberlain said that the Government 
had improved the conditions of the people 
by two main methods. The first was the 
protection on the home market, supple- 
mented by a series of commercial agree- 
ments with foreign countries. The second 
was the provision of cheap money, which 
saved an immense annual sum in the 
interest of the nation, and which carried 
its effects much wider afleld. which 
enabled the Dominions to carry on their 
operations at a lower rate of interest, and 
which enabled local authorities to reduce 
their burdens. 

They had been able to reduce taxation 
by more than £40,000,000 per year, they 
had restored gn doy benefit to the 
former level, and half the cut in salaries 
to employés of State. No other country in 
the world had been able to show resul

UROPE is concerned about conditions 
in the Saar. Allegations of unfair 
treatment of the minority are being made 
by anti-Hitlerites, and the Socialist 
leader, Max Braun, asserts that there will 
be 20,000 refugees from the territory. The 
first contingent to leave for the South of 
France arrived to-day at Toulouse, It wa 
a little party of twenty-nine exiles, in- 
cluding four women, who arrived in a 
reserved third class coach. Several of the 
refugees were German Jews who had lefi 
Germany for the Saar, and are now 
obliged to make a second move. The party 
were taken to a girls’ boarding school, 
where an annexe had been fitted up for 
them. Montauban is also preparing to 
receive its quota in the shape of two 
hundred exiles, and early this morning a 
party of a hundred refugees left Sarre- 
guemines for Strasbourg and another one 
hundred and fifty left at noon. But escape 
from the Saar is not too easy, and both 
at Forbach and Sarreguemines a number 
of persons seeking to enter France have 
been sent back to the Saar as their papers 
were not in order. 


20.000 REFUGEES? 


The League Council has decided that 
the evacuation of the International Saar 
Force shall begin on February 1. The 
Italian troops will leave first. 

The League has also decided on the 

motion of the French delegate to place the 
question of the Saar refugees on the 
agenda for this session. 
- Herr Max Braun, the Saar Socialist 
leader, told journalists at Geneva to-day 
that there would be 20,000 refugees from 
the Saar, and he alleged that already, and 
especially in provincial districts, those 
who had voted for the status quo were 
being treated in a discriminatory and un- 
fair manner. 


JEWISH COMPLAINT 


A petition on behalf of the Jewish 
population of the Saar territory has been 
addressed to the Council of the League of 
Nations by the Committee of Jewish Dele- 
gations in Paris. The petition refers to 
the “ grave dangers’’ which are being run 
by the Jews of the Saar. It adds that the 
Committee refuses to believe that the 
Coyncil will be content with the declara- 
tion of the Gernian Government, which 
limits the promises given by it to the 
minorities in the Saar to a period of one 
year. 

Such a restriction is declared to be par- 
ticularly unjust to a community which, 
up to the present, has been administered 
by the League of Nations. 


SAAR COAL FOREIGN 


From Revtrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 


PARIS, Friday. 

France is to reduce her imports of coal 
from the Saar from 4,500,000 tons 
annually to 2,000,000 tons during a period 
of six years. This was promised by M. 
Flandin, the Prime Minister, to a delega- 
tion from the Public Works Committee 
of the Chamber of Deputies, who asked 
that Saar coal should now be placed on 
the same footing as any foreign coal,, It 
is estimated that the reduction planned 
will be equivalent to twelve extra working 
days for French miners. 


IN AUSTRIA

VIENNA, Friday. 

The repercussions of the Nazi victory 
in the Saar are already noticeable here. 
The distribution of Nazi. circulars has re- 
commenced, but the most notable incident 
has been the appearance of “ Hitler 
coinage.”’ andres of thousands of the 
“ Hitler ” coins were illegally distributed 
or thrown into doorways and alleys last 
night. 

The coins resemble Austrian schillings. 
On the obverse side they bear a design of 
the Saar factories, with the sun breaking 
through a swastika. Round the rim runs 
the words, “The Saar for Hitler and 
Germany.” On the reverse side is a 
swastika bearing the words, ' People will 
rally to people,” and round the rim, ‘‘ The 
Saar has shown it. Austria will show 
it."

DEPOT FIRE 


SERIOUS DAMAGE 
AVERTED 


CAUSE OF OUTBREAK 
UNKNOWN

 SERIOUS damage was averted when fire 


broke out yesterday in the experi- 
mental department of H.M.S. Vernon, 
the torpedo and mine establishment at 
Portsmouth. 

The flames soon got considerable hold, 
although the men of the Vernon establish- 
ment got promptly to work with their 
own apparatus, and when the roof caught 
fire the flames shot into the air. 
Engines. from the Royal Marine police 

nd the city fire brigade, and men of the 
Portsmouth Electricity Works adjoining, 
assisted in fighting the flames. 

' The building was used for experiments 
in torpedo work, but it is stated that there 
were no explosives in it at the time. 

The united efforts met with success at 
about six o’clock, after the fire had been 
in progress for about two hours. . The fire 
was then definitely under control. There 
was an occasional burst of flame and 
shooting sparks, but all that was to be 
seen above the surrounding buildings was 
the charred outline of the building. The 
fire engines still remained, but the danger 
was over. : 

The building involved is a part of the 
constructional quarter, and one of the 
first things that had to be done was +o 
remove the chemicals, books and instru- 
ments. This was accomplished by blue- 
jackets, who were mobilised for the 
purpose. A high naval officer watched 
the progress of the fire. 


ROOF FALLS IN 


How the outbreak originated is not at 
present. known, The harbour master at 
the Camber told a reporter: "I first saw 
the outbreak as the flames shot out from 
the top of the roof at the western end of 
the building. They seemed to lick along 
the roof, which is 200 feet long, and come 
out of the windows at the top. At 4.15 
half the roof of the building had dis- 
appeared and the flames were apparently 
subsiding. 

The fire. broke out in the searchlight 
section, which was on the third floor of 
one end of the building. A strong North- 
East wind, fortunately, was blowing away 
from the section; otherwise the photo- 
graphic section at the other end would 
have been attacked. This was saved by 
the efforts of Service men. 

The searchlight department contained 
apparatus and many experimental objects, 
and there considerable damage was done. 
Plans and records used in research work 
were destroyed, although many docu- 
ments of importance were saved when the 
fire was first discovered. 

The building is one of many in the 
establishment known as ‘H.M.S§. 
Vernon,” a torpedo and mining centre. It 
was formerly known as the gun wharf. It 
is situate not far from the dockyard, and 
is enclosed by a high wall.

RITING from Bishop’s House, 

Waterford, in reply to the state- 

ment of the Army Council of the Irish 

Republican Army, published on Wednes- 

day, the Most Rev. Dr. Kinane, Bishop of 
Waterford and Lismore, states :— 

In my reply to a previous statement of 
the Army Council of the 1L.R.A. I showed 
that the I.R.A. is condemned by the 
Pastoral of the Irish Hierarchy issued in 
October, 1931; and the statement of the 
Army Council, published in your issue of 
the 16th inst., makes no attempt to dis- 
prove this conclusion. 

In my reply I also proved, from the 
words of its Army Council and of a 
General Convention of its representatives, 
that the I.R.A. stands for the essentially 
socialistic principle that “ the organisa- 
tion of Irish life demands the public 
ownership of the means of production, 
distribution and exchange,’’ and that it is 
committed to a one-class republic and to 
class war. Again, that. position stands | 
unchallenged; and, let it *be carefully 
noted, the Army Council did not repudiate 
its former utterances. 


OWNERSHIP OF PROPERTY 


The recent statement is an attempt to 
show that the ambiguously-worded con- 
stitution of the projected 1.R.A. republic, 
considered merely in itself, is not 
socialistic. The attempt is so feeble-and 
contains so many irrelevancies that no 
direct reply on my part is necessary. All 
Catholics admit that there are certain 
abuses in our present social system, and 
none have spoken more loudly in con- 
demnation of them, or have done more to 
remedy them, than the great Pontiffs Leo 
XIII. and Pius XI, All Catholics admit, 
too, that the State can, without the viola-

CREW RESCUED IN A 
SNOWSTORM

HALIFAX (N.S8.), Friday. 


CATH DUNCAN MILNE, of 
Cardiff, skipper of the Newcastle 
freighter Kenkerry (35,950 toms)), was 
drowned when his ship was pounded to 
pieces in a, blinding .snowstorm on the 
Black Point Rocks, twelve miles from 
here, this morning. 

Following the highest traditions of the 
sea, Captain Milne helped every member 
of his crew of twenty-eight to get ashore 
in the breeches buoy. When he tried to 
get into the buoy himself he missed his 
footing and slipped, a huge wave engulfed 
him, and he was swept to his death. 

The Kenkerry, bound for Halifax from 
Havana to load grain, struck the rocks 
in a blinding snowstorm last night. about 
one hundred yards fromthe shore. Within 
half-an-hour she was taking water in her 
hold. Then her lights failed. Flares were 
released and 8.0.8. calls sent out. Heavy

seas began to break over the ship, and she 
pounded heavily on the rocky ledge, in 
imminent danger of breaking up. 


CREW GET ASHORE 


At about midnight her crew started to 
lower the boats, but it became apparent 
that it was useless to try to reach shore 
through the sharp rocks. Tugboats and 
lifeboats were ordered to the assistance of 
the Kenkerry, and later the Government 
steamer Aranmore set out from 
mouth; but they were unable to locate her 
at first, and then could not approach 
owing to the danger of the shoals.

I am writing this present letter princi- 
pally for the purpose of showing another 
clear and very important contradiction 
between the ‘‘ Constitution and Govern- 
mental Programme for the Republic cf 
Ireland” and Catholic teaching. The 
“Constitution and Governmental Pro- 
gramme for the Republic of Ireland '" de. 
-clares that: ‘‘The soil of the nation and 
all its resources are the property of the 
people.” Now, according to Catholic 
teaching, as I pointed out in my former 
letter, the right to own property has been 
given to man by God’s natural law. This 
God-given right is realised in individual 
cases through the various titles 
nised as legitimate in Catholic teach 
ing, and to be found in any hand. 
book of moral theology——in other words, 
individuals become the owners of 
particular pieces of property through 
these various legitimate titles, such as 
occupation, contract, hereditary succes- 
sion, étc.. Accordingly, each individual 
farmer is, through one or other of these 
recognised titles, the owner of the farm 
which he occupies. The ‘‘ Constitution 
and Governmental Programme for the 
Republic of Ireland,” however, states 
that the land of Ireland is not the pro- 
perty of the individual farmers who 
occupy it, but of the people—that is, the 
community. Obviously, therefore, this 
statement implies a denial of the Catholic 
doctrine of private ownership and of the 
lawfulness of the titles for acquiring 
ownership recognised by Catholic teach- 
ing. 


FARMERS AND THEIR 
FARMS 


Although my concern is mainly Catholic 
truth, still the public imterests, I think, 
demand that I should draw attention to 
an obvious material consequence of this 
principle of the proposed I.R.A. Republic. 
The farmers of Ireland, whether their 
farms are 5 or 100 acres, are now the 
owners of these farms. Should I.R.A. 
aims be realised, at one stroke this owner- 
ship will be abolished, at one stroke the 
fruits of the land struggle of the past 
hundred years, and of all the sacrifices 
involved by it, will be nullified. 

Curiously enough, in this connection. is 
made practically the only direct attempt 
to show that the ‘ Constitution and 
Governmental Programme for the Republic 
of Ireland ” is in harmony with the 
Catholic teaching on private ownership. 
To show that there is no denial of this 
teaching the Army Council gives the 
following quotation: . 

‘‘Occupiers of land who comply with 
the reasonable requirements of the 
community shall be guaranteed 
security of tenure, with right of 
succession to the members of their 
families. These requirements shal] 
be met by producing sufficient food to 
render the community self-supporting 
and indépendent of foreign food 
supplies. 

‘No export of food shall be per- 
mitted until the full needs of the 
nation on a population basis are 
adequately provided for. 

The attempt is a most unfortunate one. 
Note carefully the word “ occupiers.’’ In 
accordance with the general principle that 
‘the soil of the nation and all its re- 
sources are the property of the people,’ 
individual farmers have ceased to be 
owners, and have become mere occupiers. 
Note also the following passage in the 
Constitution of the projected I.R.A, 
Republic: 

‘Those who elect to remain aloof 
shall not be entitled, as of right, to 
share in the State credits and facilities 
afforded to co-operative communities.’’ 

The general principle that '' the soil 
of the nation and all its resources are the 
property of the ople’’ abolishes in- 
dividual owners; the direct purpose and 
effect of this denial of State credits and 
facilities is to do away with even 
individual occupiers. 


A RELIGIOUS MATTER 


Before finally taking leave of this whole 
matter I must make a brief reference to 
a garbled version of an interview with 
me whieh has received some prominence 
in the public Press. Writing, as I am, 
for the sincere Catholies of this country— 
who still are, and, I am confident, long 
will be, the overwhelming majority of its 
population—it 1s as unnecessary as it 
would be unbecoming for me to take 
serious notice of it. The insistence on it 
was evidently an attempt to give » 
political tinge to what was panels and 
solely a religious matter, and in this way 
to win sympathy from the members of one 
of our political organisations. In the 
circumstances, perhaps, a few personal 
political declarations on my part may not 
be out of place: I have never taken any 
public part in politics; I have never 
interfered, and I never shall interfere. 
with any man bécause of political views 
or activities that are in conformity 
with Catholic teaching; I acknowledge 
Oireachtas Eireann, of whose present 
Executive Council Mr. de Valera is 
President, to be the legitimate civil 
authority in Saorstat Eireann, and in all 
purely temporal matters I give it my full 
submission and allegiance—I challenge 
either the I.R.A. or the Republican 
Congress Party to make a similar de- 
claration; I have a deep interest in the 
rightly-ordered temporal welfare of our 
people, and any genuine attempt to 
promote it, no matter by what party the 
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attempt is made, has my sympathy and 
port.

Captain 
Milne calmly helped Dove into the 
breeches buoy and watched him being 
hauled to the shore over the seething 
water, which parted to show the grim 
points of the rocks below. 

The buoy came back for its last journey, 
and the skipper was preparing to leave his 
broken and battered ship when he slipped 
and disappeared in the sea. 

As the rescued sailors reached the shore. 
wet to the skin and numbed by the cold 
spray, they were given food and drink. 
Then they were put to bed in the homes 
of the fishermen of Portuguese Cove. 


EXHAUSTED SEAMEN 


“ It-was awful,’” one of the crew gasped, 
describing his experiences. But the rest 
of the crew were so exhausted that they 
fell straight into bed, almost unable to 
speak. 

Deep snowdrifts threaten to keep the 
rescued men marooned in Portucuese Cove 
for days.

CAPE TOWN, Friday, 

Serious and delicate issues as regards 
both the internal and external aspects of 
the matter would be raised by the ad- 
ministration of South-West Africa as a 
fifth province of the Union of South Africa, 
according to General Hertzog, the Prime 
Minister. 

He discussed the question to-day with a 
deputation from South-West Africa which 
waited upon him as a sequel to a motion 
passed by a two-thirds majority of the 
South-West. Assembly in November last 
that the South-West should become a 
Union province, subject to the provisions 
of the League mandate. 

General Hertzog made it clear to the 
deputation that no decision could be ex- 
pected from the Government util the 
matter had been thoroughly investigated 
in all its aspects. Such investigation, he 
explained, was best entrusted to a strong 
commission, and the Government would 
without delay consider the advisability of 
appointing such a commission, 

Feeling in South Africa can hardly be 
described as favourable to the ‘wishes of 
the South-West Assembly. Apart from 
the Government’s desire to avoid any 
measure that might be construed as an in- 
fringement of South Africa’s mandate 
under the League, it is considered in many 
quarters that the financial burden placed 
on the Union would outweigh any ad- 
vantage accruing from the acceptance of 
the South-West as a Union province. 

| Nore.—South-West Africa, a former 
German colony, was surrendered to the 
forces of the Union of South Africa in 
July, 1915. It has been administered by 
South Africa since December, 1920, under 
a League of Nations mandate. |

€ HE Conquest of Everest by Air” was 
the subject of a lecture delivered by 
Air Commodore Fellowes, D.8.0., 
before the Royal Dublin Society at Balls- 
bridge oe afternoon. 

The flight which he described was made in 
April, 1932, largely through the generosity 
of Lady Houston. Mount Everest is 29,141 
feet high, but, said the lecturer, it was 
beyond the human imagination to conceive 
the size of the mountain, To get some idea 
of the mass they might picture the size of 
a mountain of three thousand feet—as they 
knew them in this country—multiply the 
height by ten, and then, to get some idea of 
the size, multiply it by a thousand. 

It was only with the greatest difficulty that 
they obtained permission to make the flight 
over the mountain, and then it had to be 
done from the southern approach only. They 
had to promise not to fly on the Tibet side. 
The ruler and people of Tibet were intensely 
superstitious and believed that if the aero- 
planes flew over the Tibet side of the 
mountain some great disaster would befall 
their country. As a matter of fact, since the 
flight was made there had been a terrific 
earthquake in that part of the Indian 
inta over which they flew, vast tracta 
of the country had been affected, and three 
thousand lives lost. The natives put that 
down to the flyers. 

The expedition made its base at Purnea, 
which is 160 miles from Everest and 140 miles 
from Kanchinjunga, the second-highest 
mountain in the world, called by the natives 
the Mountain of the Curtain of the Highest 
Snows, Kanchinjunga had never been 
climbed, and probably never would be. 

The conquest of Everest really meant that 
you had to climb if on your own flat feet 
and plant them on the top, and, said Com- 
modore Fellowes, we people who fly have the 
greatest respect for mountaineers. We realise 
that mountaineering is, perhaps, the greatest 
test that can be put upon the human spirit, 
because it is only the spirit of the man that 
forces him still upwards when he reaches 
where oxygen is practically non-existent. 

He paid a high tribute to Smythe, who had 
reached a height of 28,000 feet, and had per- 
formed the most astonishing feat of sleeping 
for thirteen hours at a height of 27,600 feet. 

With a series of splendid pictures the 
lecturer described in detail the preparations 
for the flight, and the remarkable instruments 
used. Some of the enormous difficulties to 
be overcome can be realised from the fact 
that the flyers, starting from their base at 
Purnea, only three hundred feet above sea 
level, had to equip themselves for a sudden 
change into an atmosphere some thirty-three 
thousand feet high. He explained how the 
plant for supplying oxygen to the flyers was 
installed and worked, and the special devices 
for heating the clothes, gloves, goggles and 
other equipment, both of the pilot and the 
observer, whose cameras had to be wrapped 
in heated jackets. 

They had only twenty-three days—from the 
time of their arrival at Purnea—in whjch to 
make their flight, and, for twelve of these 
days the wind was Llowing across Everest at 
never less than eighty-five miles an hour, and 
— as high as a hundred and twenty- 
ve. | 


A WONDERFUL FLIGHT 


In their period of waiting they made a 
wonderful flight lasting four hours and a half 
over Kinchinjunga, taken to test their cameras 
and microphones, over the mountains. Com- 
modore Fellowes piloted one of the ‘planes on 
his flight, of which he showed some thrilling 
pictures. The presence of a great cloud, blow- 
ing up to the top of the mountain, prevented 
them from making a direct flight across the 
top, but they made a circle almost round the 
top. MacInt who was piloting the second 
‘plane, was drawn into an extraordinary down 
draft, which pushed the machine down for two 
thousand feet, and Commodore Fellowes was 


greatly relieved to find him back again at the 


base. The lecturer himself stayed rather 
longer than he intended, with the result that 
his oxygen gave out, and for a time he almost 
lost consciousness; it was like taking gas in

machine to see what conditions were over the 
mountain, and, finding conditions favourable, 
with the absence of clouds, he returned to the 
ase and gave the word to start. The actual 
flight was made by two biplanes of the 
ordinary Air Force, modified to suit their 
purposes; Lord Clydesdale and Blacker 
(observer) in one and Macintyre and Bonney 
(observer) in the other. They obtained wonder- 
full photographs and films of Everest, a 
particularly interesting feature beimg the great 
plume flowing from the top of the “ Goddess 
Mother of the Mountains.’’ This plume blows 
out for miles from the top of the mountain. 
There was no explanation for it, but the 
lecturer thought it was due to the fact that 
the southern face of Everest is almost sheer 
up for 12,000 feet to the top, and, the air Is 
drawn up with snow and encountering the 
constant wind from the north, is blown out in 
this plume of icy particles. 

The film and photographs showed the plume 
and the whole southern aspect of the mountain. 

A bad dust haze prevented them from 
etting clear vertical pictures of the top of 
Nan, and they had prepared to make a 
second flight, which the Maharajah of Nepal 
sanctioned, but, on instructions from head- 
quarters, it had to be cancelled. However, 
they had made a flight into the mountains, 
and had discovered high up, on the side of 
Everest, ja hot lake at an elevation. of 
eighteen thousand feet—the highest hot lake 
in the world, which they hoped to have called 
after Lady Houston. 

They had also discovered a number of 
glaciers, and quite a number of mountains 
which were very difficult to verify, but on 
which the Royal Geographical Society were 
at work,

PLAY

DUBLIN LITERARY 
SOCIETY LECTURE

Mr. Andrew F. Malone last night addressed 
the Dublin Literary Society on ‘ Women 
Playwrights.” He said that the first woman 
rá, ai was Hhoswitha, the Benedictine 
Nun, of Germany, who wrote a series of 
lays about the middle of the tenth century. 
‘hey jay undiscovered for nearly five hundred 
years, but to-day had been translated into 
German, French, and English, and had been 
described by one of the greatest of critics 
as ' the productions of genius.” These plays 


have been said to have influenced 
Shakespeare, Marlowe, Goethe, and to have 
been the basis for thé favourite ‘‘ The Lady 
of The Camellias.’’ Some had been acted in 
Paris, London, and New York during the 
present century, nearly a thousand years 
after they had been written in the Convent 
of Gandersheim. 


Mr. Malone spoke of the distingwished 
women playwrights of England, the United 
States, Germany, and Mexico. He said that 
in a sense women dominated the modern 
theatre; they provided the greater part of 
the audiences in the English-speaking world, 
and enerations of great actresses had 
creat a tradition which women shared 
equally with men, 


ENGLAND AND IRELAND 

He spoke of the women who had been 
amung the most prominent and successful 
playwrights “in the great days of the 
English repertory theatre movement,” in. 
cluding Elizabeth Baker, Githa Sowerby, and 
Clemence Dance, and referred to the long 
modern list, which includes Tennison Jesse, 
Cecily Hamilton, -E. M. Delafield, Kate 
O’Brien, Joan Temple, Naomi Royde-Smith, 
Dorothy Brandon, Aimee Stuart, Dorothy 
Massingham, Gwen John, and Mrs. Cecil 
Chesterton. 

The most successful plays of the recent London 
theatrical season were the work of C. L. 
‘Anthony, Gordon Daviot and Gertrude 
Jennings, whose ‘Family Affairs’ is pro- 
bably the most suécessful play now running 
in London,’’ said Mr. Malone. 

Turning to Ireland, he said there. were re- 
cords of plays by sixteen women, of whom 
the greatest was, undoubtedly, Lady Gregory. 
The Abbey Theatre had staged the plays of 
some fourteen women. 

“- At present the leading position among 
Irish women playwrights belongs ‘to Miss 
Dorothy MacArdle,’’ he commented; “ but 
fine work may be expected in the future from 
Miss Teresa Deevy, Miss Margaret O'Leary, 
Miss Mary Manning, and the Countess of 
Longford.”

In the year 1932 the acreage under wheat 
in the Saorstat was only about 20,000 acres, 
in 1933 it was increased to 50,000, and in 
the past year the acreage jumped to over 
90,000 acres. In the past season wheat was 
grown successfully in all districts and ox 
virtually all classes of soils, and farmers now 
know that the cultivation of the crop in 
reality presents no more difficultv than does 
the growing of oats or barley. This season a 
large acreage has already been sown, and 
there is still ample time for the sowing of 
winter varieties, which can with safety be 
sown in all districts up to the end of January. 
In the earlier districts and on the lghter 
soils they may be sown: as late as mid- 
February, and still ripen in good season. 

With wheat there 1s no necessity to wait 
until the soil is bone dry before seeding. 
Sowing can be done even when the soil is 
damp, provided the tillage operations 


essential to sowing can be carried out with. | 


out puddling the soil.

“Our country has but one aim in its 
policy towards Europe—to see frank and 
friendly relations established and main- 
tained between our neighbours on that 
continent,’’ said Mr. Anthony Eden, Lord 
Privy Seal, in a broadcast relayed to 
England to-night. 

Mr. Eden, who dealt with the result of 
the Saar plebiscite and its international! 
aspects, continued: ‘*‘ For ourselves, we 
shall assuredly be ready in the future, as 
in the past, to render all the help that lies 
in Our power to make understanding more 
frank and friendship more sincere. It is 
surely not unreasonable to hope that the 
solution of this long-standing problem will 
open a new era of opportunity. If it is 
to be- well used the nations will have to 
contribute something more to the common 
stock than professions of good-will, how- 
ever sincerely delivered. Europe suffers 
at this time from a sense of insecurity. 
If we are to lay this troubled spirit, all 
nations must in the months that lie ahead 
combine to promote that greater sense of 
confidence which is itself an essential 
element in an enduring peace.”’ 

Mr. Eden began by referring to the de- 
cision of the League of Nations to return 
the Saar to Germany on March 1. There 
were still, he said, a few outstanding ques- 
tions on which final agreement had not 
yet been reached. The Committee of the 
League Council, which had played such an 
important part in this matter, would en- 
deavour to settle those questions in agree- 
ment with the French and German Govern- 
ments. 


“There is one aspect of the decision of 
the League Council in regard to which 
some anxiety has been expressed—namely, 
the future of those who have been advo- 
eating the continuance of the present— 
that is, the international—régime in the 
Saar. 

‘Certain important undertakings have 
been given to meet this situation. First, 
the German Government have agreed that 
for the transitional period of one year all 
voters and such non-voters as have been 
in the territory for three years may bring 
before the supreme plebiscite tribunal of 
the Saar, itself an international body, 
complaints of persecutions, reprisals and 
discrimination which they claim to be due 
to their political attitude in connection 
with the plebiscite. 

“The German Government have also 
agreed that for the same period of one 
year the inhabitants of the Saar territory, 
whatever their nationality, shall not be 
subjected to any discrimination on account 
of language, race or religion.”

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WOMAN AND THE 
PLAY 


DUBLIN LITERARY 
SOCIETY LECTURE 


a 


Mr. Andrew F. Malone last night addressed 
the Dublin Literary Society on ‘' Women 
Playwrights.’’ He said that the first woman 
Lámh ay was Roswitha, the Benedictine 
Nun, of Germany, who wrote a series of 
plays about the middle of the tenth century. 
They iay undiscovered for nearly five hundred 
years, but to-day had been translated into 
German, French, and English, and had been 
described by one of the greatest of critics 
as “ the productions of genius.” These plays 
have been sad to have influenced 
Shakespeare, Marlowe, Goethe, and to have 
been the basis for the favourite ‘‘ The Lady 
of The Camellias.’” Some had been acted in 
Paris, London, and New York during the 
present century, nearly a thousand years 
after they had been written in the Convent 
of Gandersheim. 

Mr. Malone spoke of the distinguished 
women playwrights of England, the United 
States, Germany, and Mexico. He said that 
in A sense women dominated the modern 
theatre; they provided the greater part of 
the audiences in the English-speaking world, 
and enerations of great actresses had 
created a tradition which women shared 


| equally with men, 


ENGLAND AND IRELAND 

He spoke of the women who had been 
amung the most prominent and successful 
playwrights “in the great days of the 
English repertory theatre movement,” in- 
cluding Elizabeth Baker, Githa Sowerby, and 
Clemence Dance, and referred to the long 
modern list,. which includes Tennison Jesse, 
Cecily Hamilton, FE. M. Delafield, Kate 
O’Brien, Joan Temple, Naomi Royde-Smith, 
Dorothy Brandon, Aimee Stuart, Dorothy 
Massingham, Gwen John, and Mrs. Cecil 
Chesterton. 

The most successful plays of the recent London 
theatrical season were the work of C. L. 
Anthony, Gordon Daviot and Gertrude 
Jennings, whose ‘Family Affairs’ is pro- 
bably the most sueéeessful play now running 
in London,’’ said Mr. Malone. 

Turning to Ireland, he said there were re- 
cords of plays by sixteen women, of whom 
the greatest was, undoubtedly, Lady Gregory. 
The Abbey Theatre had staged the plays of 
some fourteen women. 

'“ At present the leading position among 
Irish women playwrights belongs ‘to Miss 
Dorothy MacArdle,’’ he commented; “ but 
fine work may be expected in the future from 
Miss Teresa Deevy, Miss Margaret O'Leary, 
Miss Mary Manning, and the Countess of 
Longford.”’

In the year 1932 the acreage under wheat 
in the Saorstat was only about 20,000 acres, 
in 1933 it was increased to 50,000, and in 
the past year the acreage jumped to over 
90,000 acres. In the past season wheat was 
grown successfully in all districts and on 
virtually all classes of soils, and farmers now 
know that the cultivation of the crop in 
reality presents no more difficulty than does 
the growing of oats or barley. This season a 
large acreage has already been sown, and 
there is still ample time for the sowing of 
winter varieties, which can with safety be 
sown in all districts up to the end of January.

“Our country has but one aim in its 


policy towards Europe—to see frank and 
friendly relations established and main- 


tained between our neighbours on that 
continent,’’ said Mr. Anthony Eden, Lord 
Privy Seal, in a broadcast relayed to 
England to-night. 

Mr. Eden, who dealt with the result of 
the Saar plebiscite and its international 
continued: -‘‘ For ourselves, we 
shall assuredly be ready in the future, as 
in the past, to render all the help that lies 
in our power to make understanding more 
frank and friendship more sincere. It is 
surely not unreasonable to hope that the 
solution of this long-standing problem will 
open a new era of opportunity... If it is 
to be well used the nations will have to 
contribute something more to the common 
stock than professions of good-will, how- 
ever sincerely delivered. Europe suffers 
at this time from a sense of insecurity. 
If we are to lay this troubled spirit, all 
nations must in the months that lie ahead 
combine to promote that greater sense of 
confidence which is itself an essential 
element in an enduring peace.” 

Mr. Eden began by referring to the de- 
cision of the League of Nations to return 
the Saar to Germany on March 1. There 
were still, he said, a few outstanding ques- 
tions on which final agreement had not 
yet been reached. The Committee of the 
League Council, which had played such an 
important part in this ‘matter, would en- 
deavour to settle those questions in agree- 
ment with the French and German Govern- 
ments. 


“There is one aspect of the decision of 
the League Council in regard to which 
some anxiety has been expressed—namely, 
the future of those who have been advo- 
cating the continuance of the present— 
that is, the international—régime in the 
Saar. 

‘Certain important undertakings have 
been given to meet this situation. First, 
the German Government have agreed that 
for the transitional period of one year all 
voters and such non-voters as have been 
in the territory for three years may bring 
before the supreme plebiscite tribunal of 
the Saar, itself an international body, 
complaints of persecutions, reprisals and 
discrimination which they claim to be due 
to their political attitude in connection 
with the plebiscite. | 

“The German Government have also 
agreed that for the same period of one 
year the inhabitants of the Saar territory, 
whatever their nationality, shall not be 
subjected to any discrimination on account 
of language, race or religion.”
